We next resolved on captur- 
ing Irvine and tho police under him when 
ho was coming' to the relief o£ Croztor, 
but he made n dotour nnd eluded us. Wo

The proclama- 
tion was to havo been published In tho news- 
papors, but the troops had crushed us before 
wo could do anything." 


"Woro the priests friendly to youi" 
'•They were not, and they were. Thoy in- 


sisted on our being submissive to them. 
They wore against our trying to redress our 
own grievances. Ever since the doctrine of 
tho infallibility of tho popo was propounded 
they havo boon very tyrannical Thoy did 
not wish tho pooplo to do anything, but tbo 
priests to do alL If they had boonin£avor 
of peace I would have .been with them. Thoy 
woro in favor of fighting for tho priests, but 
not for the people. Thoy used n double- 
edged sword. They turned the people against 
them boeauw they usurped civil functions, 
Thoy turned tho Protestants against them 
bocausothoy' ..••posed thorn. 
Th» prlostt 


seek powor for themselves, not the good it 
the peoplo. Thoy aro against Protestants, 
both politically and religiously. Thoy ar« 
against rno now—not because I robelled, but 
because I did not succeed in holping thorn." 


"Why did you flghti"" : 
"Tho poople compellod me to do so. I told 


them last winter that our bill of rights had 
done its work, nnd they should lot mo go 
back to Montana. Thoy would got all that 
wa? just in due time. Thoy said I could not 
go away. The matter was stirred up and I 
must fight it out I wos-not tho ringleader. 
They obliged mo to load them In tho fight 
But that matter will, no doubt, bo tried in 
a court of law, when tho truth will come 
out" 


"Will tho people fight any more?" 
"I think not I told them to give up their 


arms and surrender. 
I surrendered myself 


to Gun. Middloton." 


"Why did not tho Indians join you?"
